SIXTEEN LIVES LOST. 

ATCHISON, Kansas, April 12,—A special to 
the Champion says: “Reports concerning the 
destruction of life and property caused by the 
great prairie fire that swept over the eastern 
portion of Norton and Graham counties Satar- 
day last, are yet meagre and unsatisfactory, 
but enough is known to appal the stoutest 
hearts. The firé started near Nicodemus, in 
Graham county. The wind, which wasblow- 
ing forty miles an hour, carried the flames 
over and through the dry grass ata frightful 
specd. The general destruction of property 
commenced near Roscoe, in Graham county. 
Here the fire spread over the country for full 
two andahalf miles in width, and as the 
wind carried it north, was constantly spread- 
ing until it was seven miles wide where it 
crossed the north fork of the 
Solomon river, three miles east of 
Dinsmore. A few houses were burned, and 


every stable with its stacks of hay and cribs 


of grain was burned, leaving hundreds of 
farmers almost destitute. It isa pitiful sight 
to pass over the burned district and see thou- 
sands of burned chickens, turkeys and hun- 
dreds of hogs, with occasional horses and numer- 
ous cattle. Almost every farmer lost 
from fifty to five hundred bushels 
of corn, besides small grain, It is definitely 
known that from thirteen to sixteen lives were 
lost in the two counties. But the names have 
not been learned. Four children perished in 
one family. How far the fire extended north 
from Solomon, is not known, but it must have 
traveled a long distance. 

At the same time, another fire swept down 
the south fork of Solomon, to a point near 
Mill Brook, sweeping everything in its path, 
and burning six persons to death—a father, 
mother and four children, and a 
large number of cattle, horses, 
boys and poultry. In one 
instance & woman prematurely gave birth to a 
child. When the fire was discovered approach- 
ing her husband took her in his arms and 
started for plowed ground, but bcfore he 
reached it the woman’s clothing was on fire. He 
succeeded in saving her life. The babe, less 
than an hour old, with other members of the 
family, were saved, but the house and othér 
property on the farm, were destroyed. 

Hondreds of narrow escapes could: be related. 
Saturday wasa frightfal day, one long to be 
rep mbered by a great many families in Nor- 
ton and Graham counties.” 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS, 

Hvnron, Dsk., April 12.—Additional particu- 
lars of Friday night’s prairie fire were received 
here today. Near Broadland, twelve miles 
north, John Moriarity Jost his barn and 
yranary, a span of mules and farm implements, 
The fire originated in the vicinity of the town 
of Wessington Hills and swept toward the town 
of Washington, thirty miles west of Huron, 
burning everything inits course. At least a 
dozen tarmers lost not only barns, farming im- 
plements, cattle and stacks of grain, but also 
their residences with all contents, Beadle 
county has never before experienced such a 
fire. It was driven before the wind, blowing 
forty miles an hour, and traveled faster than a 
horse could run.

At noon today 
the tracks from Fort Plain to Fonda, fifteen 
niles, were under water at some points to the 
depth of three feet,.and directly in front of 
Palatine bridge station the water was ten feet 
deep on the track. Under these circumstances 
it is impossible to tell what culverts have been 
wached ort, or estimate what length of time 
may be necessary to repair thedamage. The 
fast mail train wes held in Utica last night.

A GREAT STRIKE IMMINENT. 
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Stove Fourders and Moulders at War 
With Each Other. 

Str. Lovis, April 12.—War has been declared 
hetween the Stove Founders’ Defense associa- 
tion aud the Moulders’ National union, and in 
the next few days every stove foundry in the 
United States wiil probably be closed. The 
Defense association have organized the coun- 
try into four districts and there are now 2,000 
men locked out in the fourth district, which 
includes St. Lonis, Chicago, Louisville, Mil- 
waukee, Quincy, Leavenworth and Keokuk. 
Patterns of Bridge, Beach & Co., a tabooed 
foundry, of St. Louis, were yesterday ordered 
into the first and second districts, where a 
strike will immediately follow... The first dis- 
trict includes Troy, N. Y., Philadelphia and 
Bosten. The second district includes Harris- 
burg, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Detroit and Cin- 
cirnati, and the third district is all southern 
states and cities. 

Cnicaco, April 12—The stove monulders 
strike against handling Budge, Beach ds Co.'s 
patterns is still in progress here and gradually 
extending to all large shops that are members 
of the National association. Sixty union men 
in the Chicago stove works refused to go to 
work this morning when their demand to be 
relieved of objectionable patterns were refused, 
Thirty non-union men are at work. 

MILWAUKEE, April 12—All the stove mold- 
ers employed at the Brand Stove company’s 
works and at the Milwaukee stove works of J. 
A. and P. I. Dutcher, struck this morning.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 12.—The journeymen 
carpenters of Indianapolis, ata meeting held 
last night, determined to strike today.

THEY EVEN STOLE IRON. | 


THE JAILS PACKED WITH THE 
PAN HANDLE THIEVES. 


One of the Prisoners Makes a Clea Breast of the 
Affair—No Organization, buta General Undser- 
starding— How New Men were Inveigled 
Into the Scheme to Rob the Cars. 


PrTTsBcrG, April 12.—The wholesale arrests | 
of the employes of the Panhandle route, for 
robbing freight trains, continues to be th 
principal topic of conversation among railroad 
men and citizens generally. Superintendent | 
Taylor’s office was beseiged from early morn- 


flocked to the depot so fast that the line of 
them extended ontside of the office waiting 
for their applications for situations as freight 
conductors or brakemen to be heard. Manyof 
them were given employment. The road is 
now fully equipped and there is no delay in 
the handling of freight. 

No arrests have been made since last night. 
It is thought the officials of the road are satis- 
fied with the work ef the detectives and that 
no more arrests will be made in this city. 
Speaking of the probable conviction of the men 
now in jail, Special Agent Rice said this morn: 
ing that of the sixty men now under 
arrest, there were not more than one, or possi- 
bly two of them, whostood any chance of be- 
ing shown not guilty. Said he: 

“We bad our cvidence eo complete that we 
Gid not makean arrest until wehad proof 
to show that the man was gailty. We expect 
to make eight or ten more arrests of men 
who worked the road succecsfully for a time 
and then for fear of detection took positions 
en other lines. This will swell the total 
number cf arrests to sixty or seventy.” 

Mr. Rue said the saddest case in connection 
with the arrests was that of a man whose child 
was dying. When the officers knocked at the 
door of his home Sunday night he was sitting 
with his wife by the bedside of his sick child. 
He appeared to be a man of more than ordi- 
nary intelligence and his home had an air of 
refinement in it. When the officer said he had 
a warrant for his arrest, he seemed to realize 
at once the disgrace in which he had fallen, 
and he broke down completely. 

The capture of J. R. Danlap, at Dennison,0O., 
yesterday, particularly pleased the detectives. 
He wade a confession in which he said that 
the stealing had been going on for months. 
He said he could give the names of men im- 
plicatcd on the Pittsburg division of the Pan- 
handle, but was afraid to do so, his language 
to the oflicers being: 

“] would give you the names, but, great God, 
they would kill me.” 

There was no organization among the rob- 
bers, Mr. Dunlap said, and no regular plan of 
work. Each crew worked by itself. It was 
the common understanding that every man 
should take all he conld. There were a num- 
ber of “principals,” that being the name ap- 
plicd to those who reaped the largest beaefits 
from the robberies by giving the others point- 
ers as to what cars contained the most goods, 
Thesepersons were generously rewarded by the 
less prominent thieves after the plunder had 
been disposed of to the “fences,” 

The fences, Mr. Dunlap said, were located 
in New Philadelphia, Dennison, Steubenville, 
Cincinnati and Pittsburg, also in Columbns. 

Notwithstanding. Mr. Dunlap’s confession, 
the officers of the road still believe the plun: 
derers were thoroughly organized and were 
cairying on the robberies under the systematic 
direction of shrewd leaders. When a new 
man entered the service of the road, if he was 
thought to be the right kind of a fellow he was 
invited to the gang and took an oath not to 
divulge secrets. After he had been iniated i); 
was easy enough to keep him in check if he 
began to fee] any pangs of conscience. It was 
broadly hinted to them that any wrong move 
would result disastrously, as railroad life 
furnished a first-class oppportunity for pattiog 
mien out of the way. , 

Young men from the country, who were just 
beginning to run on the road, were the easiest 
prey. They could soon be persuaded that 
there was notbing wrong about stealing from a 
rich railroad company. Being unused to the 
tricks of old heads, they were led on until they 
were so deep in that they could not get out if 
they would. 

W hile rummaging through the effects of one 

of the ringleaders of the Panhandle robbers, 
this morning, Special Officer Miller discovered 
a psckage containing six dynamite cartridges 
sufficient tobiow up the largest building in 
town. The discovery creatd considerable 
alarm, and the eartridges were handled very 
gingerly. 
RFA further examination disclosed alot of fuse 
and caps; in fact, all necessary paraphernalia 
for the successful firing of cartridges. Imme- 
diately after the finding of the dynamite an 
investigation was begun, the result of which, 
however, the detectives refused to make pnblic. 
They even declined to give the name of the 
man in whose room the stuff was found. An 
efficer intimated that the object of the robber 
in securing dynamite was known and that it 
would make good reading when the proper 
time for its disclosure came. 

There is little doubt that the present ex- 
pesures will lead to others on other roads, 
Some of these are in the Pennsylvania com- 
pany’s system and some in the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Jtissaid that the stealing of these 
other roads was not confined to bex-car 
freights. Throagh the aid of teamsters and 
yard agents, large quantities of pig iron and 
manufactured iron and steel bave been stolen 
from cars in Pittsburgand scveral other cities 
not faraway. These cases will be worked up 
soon, 


MURDERED IN HIS CELL. 


An Armed Mob Storms a Jail and Slays a 
Prisoprer, 


RIvcey, Miss., April 12.—An armed mob of 
some twenty-five men from Union county 
stormed the jail at this place yesterday, and 
shot to death, while in his cell, Bud William- 
son, charged with the killing of John Collins, 
at New Albany, about a year ago, the trial of 
Williams having been remanded to this county 
by a change of venue. Williamson was 
about 22 years ofage. Thekilling of Collins, 
as the evidence given in trial would soem to 
show, was on the inspiration of the moment 
aud in the heat of passion. Collins, also a 
young man, shot Williamson in the same diffi- 
culty, and the evidence was very conflicting 
as to which one of them shot first or where the 
blame lies.

CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 


How an Election Fraud was Checked in Jer- 
sey City. . 

JERSEY Crty, April 12.—The entire election 
board of the eighth precinct, second district, 
Jersey City, whose polling, the 600th, is on 
Mercer street, was arrested this afternoon for 
tampering witha ballot box. The board con- 
sisted of Patrick Golden, Judge Patrick McGin- 
nis and Owen McCabe, inspectors, and Cormac 
T. Dolan, clerk. At the noon recess Police- 
man Murpby saw Clerk Dolan putting the 
registry book into the ballot box. The 
book contained about thirty democratic 
tickets. The tickets were folded and dropped 
inte the box before the clerk could be arrested. 
Murphy took the registry book out and found 
that about 35 tickets had been carefully folded 
and placed between the leaves. A number of 
citizens witneseed the attempt and great ex- 
citement prevailed for a time. 

Offer Murphy immediately sent for assist- 
anee and the entire board, together with the 
ballot box and registry book, were taken to 
Gregory street police station. Subsequently a 
new elcction board was selected in the precinct 
and the voting proceeded as usual. The pris- 
oners were immediately arraigned before Jus- 
tice Stilsing. They waived examination and 
were held in $1,200 bail each to appear before 
the grand jury. 

Michael Kane, of 201 Wayne street, made"an 
additional charge against Dolan, He swore 
that when he went to vote he was told that his 
name had been checked and that some one 
bad already voted for him.

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ARGUING THE MEASURE. 


IRS I AR oN 
THE DEBATE ON THE COERCION 
BILL IN COMMONS. ‘ 


Attorney-General Holmes Reopens the Debate—He 
Siates Theat it is Impossibleto Punich Crime in 
Ireland, on Account of Public Sympathy 
for Criminais~ Other Foreign News, 


LONDON, April 12—The house of commons 
resumed its sittings this afternoon. After 
the speaker thanked the house for its indul- 
gence during his illness, Attorney general 
Holmes reopened the debate on the Govern- 
ment’s sidein favyorof the Irish crimes act 
amendment bill. He contended that the 
measure was a fair and reasonable one, and 
that none of its provisions would interfere 
with the constitution or infringe on 
public rights. The house should remember, 
Mr. Holmes argued, that society in Ireland 
wes in astate of disorganization; that crime 
went undetected; that people seemed 
to sympathize with criminals and thwarted at- 
tempts of obtaining evidence. Juries refused 
to convict, so that the system of trial by jury 
had absolutely broken down in Ireland, It 
was absurd to say that crime in Ireland should 
go uppunished rather than such effective means 
as the crimes venue should be taken. Mr. 
Holmes hoped it would not be necessary, if the 
bill passed, to have frequent recourse to a 
change of venue. [Derisive Parnellite cheers.] 

Referring to the question of summary juris- 
diction, the attorney general said this was not 
the fir-t time such a provision had been made to 
deal with offense under a summary process; resi- 
dent magistrates in Ireland would be no more 
executive officers than justices of the peace in 
England, while every possible safegnard would 
be taken to prevent magistrates from interfer- 
ring unless the lawful country were set at de- 
fiance. As tothe provision enabling the vice- 
roy to suppress dangerous associations, the 
bil] left-an excess of the viceroy’s power 
under a veto of the parliament. The govern- 
ment adhered to the proposal to make the bill 
perpetual. The misfortunein the enactment 
of past measures of the kind was they were not 
perpetual. Parliament, could of course, repeal 
the present law whenever necessary, but so 
long as its power to sustain law was required 
it would remain in force. [Cheers.]} 

Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers said that 
although he supported the amendment to the 
bill he admitted that some of the bill’s provis- 
ions would not be objectionable if they were 
made part of the general law for both Ireland 
and England, but these features of the pro- 
posed Jaw which the government especially 
intended to apply to Ireland were un warranted 
and would be found to evoke disorder instead 
of remedying existing evils. Why pro- 
pose coercion when there was no 
increase of crime in Ireland? Before the last 
election at least ninety conservative members 
of parliament, declared against any farther co- 
ercion. The marquis of Salisbury himself 
stated that it was impracticable and impossible 
to reimpose on Ireland any measure like the 
former crimes act. The government would soon 
learn, should the present bill become a law, 
how disastrous was their recourse to the old 
and bad system of repression worse 
than ever new when representatives of 
five-sixths of the Trish people 
opposed the mcasure.

The debate on the crimes 
bill will go formally until Thursday, when the 
house will fill up again. Mr. Gladstone will 
revive interest in parliament by speaking on 
Friday. The government is anxious to reach 
the second reading of the crimes bill without 
rescrting to the closure, and will not insist 
upon 2 division before the 22d instant. 
Speaker Peel has intimated to Mr. Gladstone 
that if the head of the government demands 
the closure, after a reasonable period of debate, 
ke will always deem it his duty to acquiesce, 
and that this rule will apply to any govern- 
ment—tory or liberal. 

Mr. Redmond argued that Ireland was now 
quieter than at any time in the last half cen- 
tury. He said that there was less boycotting 
than jin 1885, when the conservative govern- 
ment abandoned coercion. 

Henry Matthews, home secretary, while ad- 
mitting that the bill was not based upon an ab- 
normal smount of crime advised the opposition 
not to press that argument too far, because 
statistics in the possession of the government 
showed that agrarian crime had increased 85 
per cent since October. He defended the sum- 
mary clause of the bill, which he says did not

As 
to the hints of resistance, the government de- 
epised them. The ministry made their appeal, 
not tothe Hyde park demonstration, but to 
the sober judgment of the house of commons.

The Central Railroad Trying to Scoop 
Them All. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., April 12.—[Sp2cial.]—The 


properly their stockholders and owners will 
early in May consider the advisibilit7 of the 
sale or lease fora term of years of their prop- 
erty. They are the Lamar, the Tyler and the 
lnited Hydraulic presses.

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GEORGIA’S FARMERS. 


A GRAPHIC REVIEW OF THEIR 
CONDITION. 


4 Prominent Agricuitor ist Gives his Views as tothe 
Needs of the People, and the Burdens Waich 
Shey now Have to Sear—The Credit System 
~The Necessity of a Cnange. Etc. 


GREENSBORO, Ga., March 29, 1887.—Hon. J. 
T. Henderson, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Yours of the 234 in- 
stant received and carefully considered. I 
fully agree with you as to the absolate necessi- 
ty of devising some means to relieve our em- 
barrassed agricultural interest. No doubt an 
interstate convention, composed of the states 
suggested in your letter, would, in ventilating 
the causes of this embarrassment, do something 
that might result in a remedy for this great 
evil. These states, sv nearly allied in azricul- 
tural products, and in like manner depressed 
and oppressed, would feel the question of re- 
lief to be of vital importance te the farmers, as 
upon this depend every other interest tending 
to the permanent welfare of the country. It 
can not be denied that the substantial prosper- 
ity and happiness of a country depends mainly 
upon the successful productions of the soil, 
under a liberal encouragement ani protection 
of the great mass of producers. It is nowa 
sad fact that thé large majority of our agrical- 
turists are working hard and living harder, 
and enjoy but litile of the fruits of their labor, 
We hear it said on every hand that farming, 
which has ever been the great source of trade 
and wealth and _ ~prosperity, doss § not 
pay: and a wide-spread discontent 
and depression prevails among the farming 
classes. Many are giving up in despair, and 
seeking a living in various otaer avo zations, 
from & ludicrous scramble after public office, 
to the grooming of some little scrub colt. ‘They 
flock te our cities and towns, and many finally 
make vagrants and tramps and criminals. Tais 
applies to whites and negroes, Our records 
are filled with liens and mortagesupon dilapi- 
dated farms and poverty stricken steck. Gur 
children are gro wing up in illiteracy and ignor- 
ance. Our. sturdy yeomaury, as we cali them, 
go shivering in the cold blasts of winter, and 
writhing under the scoritching rays of summer 
and forced to live in tumble down houses and 
on adiet that would give hogs the dyspepsia. 
Debt, debt, inexorable debt, contracted for his 
scanty supplies, haunts him by day and by 
vight like a horrid nightmare, and a general 
sickening business mildew is 

cettling down upon all his 

aims and hopes. A gloomy picture, but too 
true, as can be proved by any man who will 
travel throngh the country and note ite gen- 
eral condition. 

Talk about a renewed south springing up, 
pheonix like, from the ashesof the war, §wito 
renewed energies, renewed prosperity and in- 
creased magic like wealth. It is all gush 680 
far as it relates to our general agricultural 
Outside of a few 
moneyed centers and speculative schemes no 
such condition can be found. True, you find 
now and then an exception, but I refer to the 
general condition of our farmers. What has 
brought about this fearful staguation in this 
all-important branch of our country’s prosperi- 
ty’? Is there a remedy for the evil? I answer 
there isa remedy, but we may have to take 
the “bull by the horns.” The main causes 
which have produced this unhappy state of 
affairs may be stated in a few words. Many 
will say the credit system is to blame for it all. 
While this may be true in one sense, yet ina 
real business sense itis not. When our sol- 
diers, who composed almost the whole of our 
adult white male population, returned from 
the war without money, without currency, 
without supplies, without almost anything to 
live on the credit system becage an unavoida. 
ble necessity—with most of them it was “five 
outs and one in.’’ 

“Out at the heels, and out at the toes, 


Out of victuals, and out of clothes, 
In debt, and out of doors,”’ 


Hence they were forced to adopt the credit 
system; and, while this was the starting point, 
the initiating step, yet credit was not and is not 
the true cause of the embarrassed condition of 
our agricultural interest. You ask, how can 
this seeming inconsistency be reconciled? I 
answer, @ man can buyan article on credit and 
pay for it by his honest labor if the price 
agreed on be just and reasonable; but if I take 
advantage of his necessity,as Jacob did of 
Esau, and extort more than the thing is worth, 
his paying for it when due will simply depend 
upon some fortuitous circumstance which may 
or may not happen: and should the lucky 
cvent fail he will have the debt to pay out of 
something else than his honest labor. You see 
the point. It was not the necessary credit but 
the exorbitant rate of interest and the extor- 
tionate “time prices” for supplies which have 
caused, and is yet continuing, this unfortunate 
state of affairs as to a large majority of our 
farming classes. 

I believe your investigations have shown that 
the farmers of Georgia pay for supplies on time 
sixty-six per cent on the cash prices, and a high 
rate of interest on money has prevailed all over 
the state as to individuals for the past twenty 
years; in many instancesas much as five por 
cent per month has been charged, and ten to 
twenty per cent has been about the ruling rate. 
No save man would dare claim that the agri- 
cultural interest of any country could by 
any possibility prosper under’ such a 
terrible incubus as this. The great 
astonishment is that our farmers have 
borne up under such a burden as this as well 
as they have, but yet thousands have falien un- 
der the weight, and are now homeless upon the 
face of theearth. To say nothing of our pau- 
per houses, and prisoners, and tramps, and va- 
grants and loafers, no wonder our lunatic ays- 
lums, now overflowing with pitable inmates, 
cannot be enlarged fast enough to mest the 
public requirements, Our genial climate and 
generous soil is ali that has saved the produc: 
ing classes from universal bankruptcy and 
starvation. For if you will but tickle the 
bosom of our cheerfal soil with a three inch 
scooter, it will blossom as the rose, and smile 
upon yeu in rich profusion like the garden of 
Eden. 

Oh! but says one, the evil has resulted from 
a wantof diversified crops, we have an over pro- 
duction of cotten. In the history of the world 
when was it ever before said that teo much 
had been produce of any article so generally 
needed as cotton, and of such universal con- 
sumption and varied uses. 1 have learned that, 
its a very easy matter for another to give me 
advice; but “Samson was very strong and Solo- 
man was very wise, bnt neither could pay 
money when they did not have it.” A man 


can do a thing easily enough if he only. 


has the means to do it with. 
It is but little trouble to tell 
him where to get things at a reasonable price, 
but without money, he would be like the Irish- 
man, in want of milk, who was told where he 
could get itat ten cents per gallon, bat sad he 
‘‘Ah! an fath I’m afther foinding the ten cents. ’ 
Give him the money of his own, or at a reaion- 
able per cent and he can and would doa great 
many things he cannot do. A farmer buys his 
supplies on time expecting to pay for them 
from the sale of his crops: he plants ten acres 
in corn which makes him 200 bushels, which 
is more than the average yield; the same ten 
acres would make five bales of cotton. 
corn he wonld realize about $120, but the cot- 
ton would bring him $200, a difference of $59 
in favorof cotton. Now, the corn would not 
pay his supply account, while the cotton wou'd 
just pay bim out, but leave him nothing over. 
This ciference in the amounts received for his 
crops about shows the difference between the 
cash and “time” prices which our farmers are 
forced to psy for supplies, so that, from year to 
year, the “time prices’ the result of his neces- 
sities leaves to him no alternative bat the 
all cotton system. No farmer will question 
the fact that diversified crops — would 
better promote the prosperity and happviuess of 
the whole people, but, situated as we fini him, 
how can he possibly adoptit? This is not an 
overdrawn picture, but is a lamentable fact. 
Sell bim bis supplies on time at a just and rea- 
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producers, and would soon enable him to quit f 


the credit system, and would then bs applied 
to the improvement of the lands, and to 
making their homes comfortable. 

In Georgia alone this aggregate would 

amount annually to $8,000,000 or $10,000,009, 
which would be left as the net profits of their 
labor in the hands of the tillers of the soil, 
end thousands of these would be made up of 
the small farmers. If one-half of the above 
amonnt could be realized by our farmers as & 
profit, and which, in all justice and good con- 
science and fair dealirg, they should realize, 
it would in reality infuse a new life aud im- 
pulse into our agricultaral interest that woald 
be “‘as the dew of Hermon that descended 
upon the mountains of Zion; and, as if by 
the magic wand of some good angel, 
it wonld shower blessings upon our 
country, and briag joy and gladness to thous- 
ands of homes now shrouded in gloom. We 
might then truthfully say we livein a revived 
south with an increasing prosperity aud wealth 
and happiness unparalicied in all its former 
history. A more genial clime or generous soil 
than ours has never been found, We possess 
everything in the variety of products, and 
minerals, and natural resources to make us 
one of the greatest people and countries that 
ever blest the world; but the fearfal drawbacks 
berein mentioned are eating like a canker into 
the very vitals of our country’s progressive 
life. It isa fact too well knowa to admit of 
debate, that a low rate of interest has always 
resulted in the prosperity of the agriculturist, 
and tended to promote the success of every 
other legitimate business looking to the build- 
ing up of a country, and the establishment of 
public confidence; while a higher rate is antag- 
onistic to all these elements of progress and 
tends to general poverty and bankruptcy. 

But now astothe remedy. This is the diifi- 
cult question to struggle with. I feel proud of 
my section and _ people. I¢ is well 
known that southern character is noted 
for its high sense of honor. It 
may very properly be a question in some in- 
stances as to the correctness of that sense of 
honor. If he promise to do a thing his idea is 
to do it if it kills him; if he agrees to pay 100 
per cent his purpose is to pay it although it 
mey bring ruin to himself and family. In one 
sense, and an important sense, this is an incor- 
rect view as to an honorable compliance with 
a contract, because itis. the encouragement of 
the wrongdoer, and the oppressor not only of 
yourself but of your neighbor, and the under- 
miner of your country’s real good. A robber 
mects you on the highway and demands your 
money: you have none with youand you say 
turn me loose and as soon as I get home I will 
send you all. Now, if you complied with this 
promise would not every man say you acted 
the fool? Would you be any less honorable in 
not sending it? Where would be any condem- 
nation under any law human or divine? 
Neither would an enlightened public opinion 
censure any man for refusing to pay an una- 
lawful, ruinous interest for money. The law 
makes robbery acrime. The law says exorb- 
itant usury is wrong and shall not be collected. 
So in both cases we are sustained by the same 
wise, impartial, honest judgment of our leg- 
islators, which is but a trus 
expression of a just public epinion. The 
truth is, a man owes something to his family 
and himself, and no law of man or God could 
honestly condemn him for refusing to com- 
ply with an unjust contract, resalting from 
taking advantage of his necessities, and which 
would finally end in want to himself and 
family. Our law makes the limit of interest 
% per cent, and more than this would be an- 
justand oppressive. Is it a just and wise 
jaw? Ifso, where is the wrong, or condemna- 
tion, or dishonor in refusing to pay a greater 
than 8 per cent interest? That the law is 
just is too evident, at least the advantage is 
in favor of the lender. Moneyed men are 
ready and gladto invest in ‘bonds’ and 
“stocks” paying 4 per centjor 5 per cent interest. 
Then this isall that money isreally worth 
The law permits nearly twice this per cent 
as to individuals,and wisely restrains the 
lender from going beyond its limits. A pen- 
aliy should be affixed for any attempt to vio- 
late this law. And it would bea good thing 
for the whole country if a law could be passed 
that would reach all evasions, whether un- 
der the name of commissions, agencies or any 
other pretext; and then cultivate the public 
mind to recognize the fact that all the dis- 


honor attaches to the man who extorts itand | 


not to him who refuses to pay it. 

It seems our legislators have been unable to 
devise a law that can reach these extortioners 
under “time prices;’’ anditis indeed a diffi- 
cult question; but 1t does seem that its necessity 


; and importance would, under wise and united 


counsel, resultin suggesting some law that 
could remedy the evil. As the law now stands, 
under the violation ofthe contract idea, the 
oppressed deptor is powerless to resist the mer- 
cilees demands of the heartless creditor; and 
legal robbery isthe most wicked and ruinous 
of all robberies, because it endangers the best 
interest of the whole community, and leaves 
the weak and dependent under subjection to 
the grinding extortions of the rich and avari- 
cious. The true object of all good government 
is to protect the weak against the strong. pun- 
ish crime, and prevent wrong doing. Now if 
the evils herein named do not class among the 
greatest wrongs which can be perpetrated upon 
a people, then I would liketo know what is 
wrong. Itiscausing today more embarrass- 
ment, and poverty, and suffering, than any 
other evil. If your business men would look 
at this question in its proper bearings they 
would see that in the end it is financial sui- 
cide, and destruction to every material 
interest of the country, and is doing more than 
everything elee in destroying public and in- 
dividual confidence, The quickest and surest 
way to restore this confidence and bring about 
a prosperous state of affairs would be to change 
this system of dealing witl® the agricultural- 
ists of the country. 

I believe the agricultural interest would be 
very greatiy promoted by applying to it 
wholly and directly all the fees and revenues 
derived from the inspection of fertiliz@s, as 
this was the original intention of those who 
recommended the establishment of the “agri- 
cultural department.” This would doubtiess 
be a question in the proposed convention. | 
have ssid nothing astothe efficiency of our 
currency to meet the demands of trade, as 
another cause of embarrassment, although I 
am one ofthe many who believe we need more 
money, a largercirculation. This is properlya 
national question, but it mightalso be considered, 
as no doubt many important questions looking 
to the advancement and prosperity of our ag- 
ricultural interest would be brought to the 
notice of such a convent on. 

I wiil with pleasure co-operate with any 
movement having in view the proposed ob- 
jects. If his excellency, Governor Gordon, 
could inaugurate some means that would 
accomplish the relief so earnestly desired,

but now I could find no remedy in the weakness of 
the courts. Let not the Pharisees of any section, 
*thank God that they are not as other men are, or 
éyen as this publican,’’ That worship is hypocrisy 
until they can call to mind one solitary case in 
which a band of lynchers has been punished by 
any court in any section of the whole country. Is 
it wrong to proclaim and punish, and repeat 
and again repeat, this disgrace to our civ- 
ilization, when only, that course can save the 
country? Listen toa tale of simple, sad truth: 
When Moore was lynched at Spartanburg, eight 
years ago, I earnestly reminded the grand jury of 
the oaths they had just taken; warned them that 
they would violate their oaths if they failed to 
search out and bring to trial the persous who killed 
Moore. AllthatI could do was done to make 
them rensible of danger to the state if such crimes 
were not spedily punished. And yet, despite all 
my warnings, that grand jury not only refused to 
pursue the lynchers, but also justified the crime in 
their final presentment. ‘That rebuff did not 
silence me. Eversince, until the acknowledged 
f.ilure of the Edgefield prosecutions, I did not cease 
to charge, urge and warn the grand juries 
to bring lynchers to trial. Now, I am 
wbMwillipg any longer to use the expen- 
give machinery of the court to enact a 


farce. The only remedy is to rouse the people to & 


~ 
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proper sense of their danger and 
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} ersistently unite to make lynching hateful, then. 


the courts could punish and crush it out. Until 
that be done we can only play Cassandra—warn in 
vein, Letme say for the grand jury of York 
that they added to their final presentment much 
earnest condemnation of the lynchers. That “‘lit- 
tle crumb of comfort” is more than I ever before 
got from a grand jury.

President Cleveland Coming to At- 
lanta. 

We take pleasure in announcing that 
President Cleveland has agreed to visit At- 
lanta during the Piedmont fair and exposi- 
tion in October next, and has consented that 
this announcement of the fact may be made. 

The president’s visit will be an event of 
the greatest importance. The present gener- 
ation of southerners has never seen a demo- 
cratic president. Barring a one day’s trip 
into Virginia made by Mr. Cleveland, no 
democratic president has put his foot on 
southern soil in more than a quarter of a 
century. Mr. Cleveland will receive such 
an ovation at Atlanta and along his route as 
will open his eyes, Thousands will come 
from every southern state, and the crowd 
that celebrates in his presence the return of 
honest and unsectional government will be 
limited simply by the capacity of the trains 
that head towards Atlanta during fair week. 

There were many reasons that induced the 
president to accept the invitation tendered 
him by the Piedmont fair and exposi- 
tion association. Hardly two years ago a 
delegation of twenty-five gentlemen went 
from Atlanta to Washington to invite the 
president to attend the commercial convea- 
tion to be held in this city. The president 
was anxious to accept their invitation, which 
was urged with sincere warmth, but it was 
impossible for him to do so. He promised 
them, however, that he would visit Atlanta 
in the future, when occasion and opportun- 
ily offered. ‘The holding of the Piedmont 
exposition, the only fair of the year that is 
more than a single state fair, offers the occa- 
siop, and the president, after looking over 
his engagements carefully, found the oppor- 
tunity. The Piedmont region is just now 
the most interesting portion of the country. 
From Richmond to Montgomery there is 
phenomenal activity and growth. The capi- 
talists of this country and of Europe are 
looking to it for investment. There will be 
at the fair held in Atlanta this fall such an 
eXposition of its resources as has perhaps 
never been seen before. The presence of 
President Cleveland will bring thousands of 

sight-seers, who studying the riches spread 
before:them will become investors and settlers. 
The president could not spend a week in 
travel that wéuld do more for the country 
than his comizg trip to Atlanta. 

The exact date of his visit cannot be an- 
nounced at present as it is not yet decided, 
and wifl not be until his convenience is con- 
sulied. It will certainly be between the first 
and fifteenth of October.¢ The southern 
people will heartily appreciate the coming 
of the president into the south and will esti- 
mate at its true value the spirit that prompts 
his visit and the beneficial results that will 
follow.

This pop- 
ular author has a good deal to say about the 
Young Person, who, in England, appears to 
exercise as baleful an influence on contem- 
porary literature as the young girl in Amer- 
ica. 

And yet, in spite of these things, it has 
been demonstrated that the Young Person 
and the young girl are eager to get hold of 
something with substance to it; are eager, 
in fine, to read that which may be said to be 
vital. We know nothing about the Young 
Person who haunts Mr. Haggard’s troubled 
dreams, bat we are very sure that the Amer- 
ican girl reads contemporary fiction because 
she can get no better, and for this reason, 
too, the magazine editors accept and print 
it.

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smicably, and a vigorous effort should be 
made to bring about a settlement. The 
present irritating state of affairs does not 
reflect credit upon either Canada or the 
United States. 


The Texas Drouth. 

The drouth in Texas appears to be as se- 
rious as war itself. Over alarge portion of 
that state there has been no rain for many 
months. _ Indeed, the drouth reported last 
season still continues in parts of the grazing 
section. The reports now coming from 
Texas show that the drouth has invaded the 
cotton belt, and is threatening a section that 
has heretofore been comparatively free from 
such visitations. 

The drouth has been so severe that the 
people have found it necessary to apply for 
aid.for the great number of families that 
have been rendered practically destitute. 

No doubt Texas is a great state, but it 
will not stand comparison with Georgia. 
Some years ago there was a great flutter and 

ecommotion among our farmers, who had 
been broken up by the war, to see which 
could reach Texas first. ‘Thousands reached 
there, and many rushed back again. Some 
made fortunes in that state, as they would 
have made them in Georgia, but the great 
majority found that hard work and poverty 
was as plentiful in Texas as on our old red 
hiJ}s, 

Emigration to Texas’ from Georgia has 
practically ceased. ‘(ur people have discov- 
ered that the fruits of honest labor are no 
Jarger in a strange land than they are at 
home, and the result is that the Texas move- 
ment isatanend. But the people of the 
two states are closely bound together by ties 
of blood and sympathy, and this sympathy 


will take a very substantial shape should the | 


necessity arise.

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THE GREAT COLUMNS. 


The Werk of Placing the Capitol Monoliths 
to be Begun Tomorrow. 


Tomorrow Messrs. Miles and Horn, the capi- 
tol contractors, will begin the work of raising 
and placing the great columns which are to 
sppport the roof of the portico of the new capi- 
to). 

A very strong derrick, eighty-five feet high, 
hss been placed in position to lift thecolamns 
There aresix of thec:Jumns. They are three 
feet in diameter, twenty- three feet long and 
weigh fourteen tons each. They are of oolitic 
limestone, perfectly round and look like great 
big—very big—sticks of white candy. 

The manner of raising each column 
will be as follows: A ‘Lewis’ hole 
will be made in that end 
the column which is to be uppermost. Into 
that hole» piece of iron will be placed to which 
a rope will be fastened. Ropes will also ‘be 
lashed near the upper end of the column and 
it will be raised by blocks and tackle. As it 
goes up it will hang by one end and will be 
earefully lifted into position by means of the 
derrick. Beautifnlly carved caps will sur 
menont each colamn. It will take three or 
fonr days to get the columns up. The six 
columns cost over $5,000 or nearly $1,000

“T see,” said Cap Joyner, the efficient chief 
of the fire department, “that Captain English 
and the board of police commissioners are try- 
ing to get up a mutual aid association for the 
policemen.”’ 

“That’s what they are trying to do, and it is 
a mighty good thing, ain’t it?’ 

“It is just go good that we of the fire depart- 
ment have already organized one, and it is 
pow in good shape and getting better every 

“Oh, yes, we are the pioneers in mutual aid 
eocieties, and when the board gsts ready to 
consider the thing we will be able to give the 
body some wholesome advice.” 

“Have you been chartered?” 

“Not yet, but Hon, C. A. Collier, chairman 
of the board of fire masters, is now securing a 
charter, and we are going ahead just as though 
we already had it. We have money in the 
treasury and will toon have quite a fund.” 

‘How do you secure your funds?” 

“So far, by assessments. Wenow have about 
forty men ia the department, and the fund in- 
ercases at the rate of forty dollars a month. 
We will soon add a new company, and then each 
of the men in the department will handin a 
dollar a month, making the increase fifty dol- 
lars each 9 month.” 

“Are all the men members?” 

“Oh, yes; the fire department is a unit, and 
we have no disagreements among our men. 
Our plan is this: When we organized we egreed 
to pay in each one dollar a month up te Octo- 
ber first. That will give us six dollars each 
in, the treasury. Now, no benefits can be 
granted up to that time, and after that when a 
new fireman comes in he must pay 
an initiation fee of six dollars and the 
subsequent assessments. Or he must pay 
a dollar a month for six mouths without hav- 
ing advantage of the benefits. I would have
